Bettrr Side of the Late Commander of 
the Ill-Fated Vizcaya. 

Most American? knew Capt. Eu- 
late, late of the Vizcaya, only as the 
Spaniard who prcsidedint the trial of 
the Virginia- men. and who, when 
iie last dopattrd from New York, 
promised, in rather a threatening way, 
lo come hack again soon, and who has 
been just a little hit ill-tempered and 
ettllen as a prisoner at AnnapoHs, 
•ays the New York Times, lie de- 
serves some kindly regard from us, 
however, for not only is he a man 
who lias suffered a great misfortune, 
but ho once show, d effective good 
will to a representative of the United 
States. It was at La Guava, Vene- 
zuela, in 1891, w lien t lie city was raid- 
ed by one of Dictator Mendoza's 
generals, and all the foreign mer- 
chants and 17 foreign consuls were 
thrown into prison. The American 
consul happened to ei>ta]H> the net, 
and rowing out to the only foreign 
warship in the harbor, he asked for 
aid. The ship was the Jorg Juan- 
destroyed at Nipc the other day — and 
its commander w as Capt. Eulatc, then 
i sub-lieutenant. The consul’s story 
was heard with sympathy, and the 
guns and tneu of the jorg Juan were 
instantly placed under his orders. The 
dictator's general was immediately 
informed tluit the town would be 
bombarded if the prisoner* were not 
released within 20 minutes. They 
were released. The Spanish govern- 
ment was indignant at the action oi 
its lieutenant. He was ordered back 
to Havana, deprived of hiscommand 
and sent to Murro castle. A court 
martial was ordered and the lieuten- 
ant was charged with piratical acts at 
La Guava. Ik-fore a vcrilii ; vas ren- 
dered the Spanish government had 
received tl t thanks of 10 foreign 
government.*, ranging from t lie gi- 
gantic tmpirc of Ilu.-'iu to the queen 
f Hawaii. This opentd the eye* of 
Spain. She recognized the injustice 
done to Kuhite. lie was released 
from cm-todv, received one of the 
higliot rntval ilei oration* and was 
placid on waiting orders. Within a 
,-liort time he w.i- made a captain in 
the Spanish navy nnd appointed 
chief of the aiM-naliti Havana.
